[Editor's  Note:  The  following 
story  was  written  by  exchange 
stuaents  Melissa  ana  Patty  Cu- 
ly  in  their  own  words.] 

By  now  you  know  my  name  is 
Melissa  Cury,  and  you  also 
know  my  sister  Patty  and  I  are 
exchange  students  from  Curiti¬ 
ba,  Brazil.  How  we  decided  to 
do  this  exchange  program  was 
kind  of  interestme.  Since  I  was 
13  or  14  years  old  I  have  want¬ 
ed  to  be  an  exchange  student, 
but  1  never  got  a  chance.  One 
year  it  was  wcause  of  school, 
another  because  my  parents  did 
not  feel  this  was  a  good  idea, 
and  the  years  just  passed.  In 
May  of  1993  Patty,  my  parents 
and  I  were  in  the  supermarket 
doing  some  shoppine  when  1 
came  up  with  the  idea  aeain. 
Like  usual  they  did  not  miidc 
maybe  would  oe  a  good  idea, 
but  we  started  to  talk  more 
about  it. 

At  that  time  my  parents  were 
thiiddng  of  moving  to  the  beach 
where  tney  have  meir  business, 
and  Patty  and  1  were  supposed 
to  live  by  ourselves  in  Curitiba. 
They  diw't  like  the  idea  of  us 
living  by  ourselves  because  of 
the  violence  and  crimes  in  our 
dty.  We  also  had  to  think  about 
the  cost  to  rent  an  apartment,  go 
to  private  and  English  school, 
gas,  insurance,  and  other  addi¬ 


tional  costs.  I  figured  out  the 
cost  would  be  almost  the  same 
to  live  in  Curitiba  for  one  year 
as  it  would  be  to  live  in  ^e 
United  States  for  one  year.  This 
was  my  magic  password  to  per¬ 
suade  my  parents.  Finally  we 
decided  to  do  it.  We  contacted 
AIFS,  and  Exchange  Student 
Program  agency,  and  started  to 
fill  out  all  the  papers,  applica¬ 
tions,  etc.  We  had  just  two 
months  to  prepare  every  single 
thing,  but  we  made  it  on  time. 
We  left  Brazil  on  August  12th, 
1993.  These  kinds  of  things  are 
so  strange  sometimes,  because 
with  all  the  excitement  you 
don't  stop  and  realize  what  kind 
of  an  "adventure"  you  are  be¬ 
ginning.  I  mean  you  can  imag- 
me  yourself  taking  a  plane  by 
yourself,  flying  througnout  the 
United  States  without  knowing 
much  English.  You  can  imagine 
coming  to  a  place  you  never 
know  nothing  about,  and  living 
with  a  family  that  you  know 
nothing  about  besides  a  couple 
of  pictures?

1  had  to  "Fight"  a  little 
bit  to  convince  the  school  to  let 
me  graduate  here.  The  problem 
was  that  my  local  coordinator 
didn't  believe  that  I  could  and  I 
had  to  eet  all  the  necessary  pa¬ 
pers  all  by  myself  because  I 
couldn't  count  on  the  Exchange 
Program  help.  Mr.  Graf,  the 
principal,  ana  Mrs.  Burkhardt, 
the  counselor,  were  very  nice 
and  patient.  We  workea  it  all 
out  and  now  I  will  graduate  in 
May.  This  is  fantastic  for  me. 
Besides  school,  we  don't  have 
much  to  talk  about  because 
here,  our  lives  happen  around 
the  school.  Our  social  life  was 
kind  of  boring  this  year.  We  are 
not  complaining  about  it  be¬ 
cause  we  already  expected  this.

Heidi  Knoll  came  to  Ellendale  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  from  California.
